Over 75 supporters attended 
the recent campaign meeting of 
the Kerr for Selectman Commit¬ 
tee, held- at the West Springfield 
Fish and Game Club, reported 
Dr. Paul Query, committee chair¬ 
man. 

The group was informed of the 
twelve year record of accomplish¬ 
ment established by the well- 
known selectman. “The lengthly 
experience in town government 
acquired by Walter T. Kerr dur¬ 
ing his terms as Agawam select¬ 
man”, stated chairman Query, 
“has benefitted and effected 
every resident of Agawam at one 
time or another to some degree. 
His tireless efforts and inside 
knowledge of the workings of lo¬ 
cal, state and federal government 
has consistently aided the local 
Board in acquiring assistance 
from state and federal agencies.” 

“A few of these,” further stat¬ 
ed Query, “were 50% aid from 
the Federal government on the 
Connecticut river interceptor 
sewer line. This aid amounted to 
$153,000; thirty per-cent aid on 
the Westfield river interceptor 
line; 70% assistance on the re¬ 
building of Springfield Street, 
which amounted to $140,000.” 

Other advantages gained by 
the town and accomplished dur¬ 
ing the tenure of Mr. Kerr, 
brought out at the meeting, were, 
the establishment of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, relocation 
of Route 57, a new water system 
survey, a progressive street light¬ 
ing program and a town wide

Questions and Answers 


Q. If I am laid up and can’t 
work, should T go to the social 
security office and apply for bene¬ 
fits? 

A. If you cannot work because 
of a long-term disability., it is al¬ 
ways wise to call at your social 
security, office for advice. If your 
disability is serious enough, you 
may qualify for benefits, but if it 
is only temporary you may be 
directed to another office that 
can help you. 

Q. How serious does my dis¬ 
ability have to be for me to 
qualify for benefits? 

A. Your disability must be so 
severe that it prevents you from 
doing any substantial or gainful 
work, and it must be of a type 
that will continue into the inde¬ 
finite future. 

Q. How soon can I get my first 
disability check? 

A. You must be disabled for at 
least six months with the pros¬ 
pect of your disability continuing 
indefinitely before you may be¬ 
come entitled to disability bene¬ 
fits under the social security law. 
Your first monthly check would 
be for the seventh full month of 
disability. 

Q. Why is it necessary to call 
at a social security office prompt¬ 
ly when a person is so disabled 
he can’t work if there’s no pos¬ 
sibility of receiving a benefit 
check until six months have 
passed? 

A. Your social security office 
will use this time to review your 
work history to see if you have 
worked long enough to be insur¬ 
ed; to explain the necessary med¬ 
ical evidence you must submit 
when you file a claim; to find out 
if you may have family benefits 
due you; and to tell you how to 
file for these family benefits—all 
of which will help insure that you 
get your first check on time. 

Q. How much work must I have 
to he insured for disability bene¬ 
fits? 

A. You must have worked under 
social security for at least five 
years out of the ten years before 
you became disabled. 

Q. What family benefits are 
payable to a person who gets dis¬ 
ability benefits? 

A. Monthly benefits are paid to 
your wife if she is 62 years old 
oi 1 if she is under age 62 and has 
a minor child eligible for benefits 
in her care. Monthly benefits are 
payable to the children under age 
18.' Children’s benefits can also be 
paid after age 18 if the child be¬ 
came disabled before age 18.

Peabody Inks hfo-Fix j 
Traffic System Bill 

BOSTON — Governor Peabody 
signed Senate 860 which tightens 
the no-fix traffic system used in 
Massachusetts. 

The legislation is part of a 
general message on Highway 
Safety submitted by the Governor 
earlier this year. ■) 

In signing the bill, Governor 
Peabody issued the following 
statement: “This legislation 

greatly strengthens the no-fix 
system for traffic violations here 
in Massachusetts. 

“A stronger no-fix system 
must be the cornerstone of any 
effective highway safety program 
and it is a most vital part of the 
highway safety program which I 
submitted to the Legislature ear¬ 
lier this year. 

“Under the provisions of this 
new system, every police officer 
will issue a ticket to the traffic 
violators and will issue copies to 
his police chief; one of which is 
to go to the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, and keep a copy for 
himself. 

“I congratulate the legislature 
on enacting this bill. With this 
measure and other legislation 
awaiting- action by the General 
Court, we will finally be able to 
turn the tide in our continuing 
fight for traffic safety.”

This year hunters in New 
Hampshire will he permitted one 
bird more in their daily bag, and 
two more in their daily posses¬ 
sion, than has been allowed in the 
last twenty years. In addition, the 
•woodcock season will be ten days 
longer than in the past. 

Woodcock will open October 1 
and run to November 19 with a 
daily bag limit of 5 and posses¬ 
sion of 10. Wilson’s Snipe from 
October 1st to November 14th 
with a daily limit of 8 and a 
possession of 8. Sora Rail from 
September 1st to November 9th 
with the daily limit of 25 and 
possession of 30. The shooting 
hours will be from Sunrise to 
Sunset for all species.

Approximately 600-700 young 
men and women will apply for 
the first time for training in New 
England colleges and schools this 
fall under the seven-year-old War 
Orphans Education program, the 
Veterans Administration said to¬ 
day. 

Since the program was launch¬ 
ed in 1956, about 3,200 have en¬ 
tered training in this area. This 
coming year the average monthly 
enrollment is expected to be 1,900 
during the peak fall enrollment 
period. 

This education program is for 
the sons and daughters of vet¬ 
erans whose death was from dis¬ 
abilities or illness incurred in ac¬ 
tive service. Thee ligible “chil¬ 
dren” generally must be from 18 
to 23 years of age. They are 
called “orphans” even though one 
parent may be still alive. They 
may marry without losing elig¬ 
ibility. 

All applicants must have com¬ 
pleted courses or have been a 
student in a regular high school. 
They may pursue a college edu¬ 
cation or take vocational courses 
leading to a future field of em¬ 
ployment. 

The program was originally es¬ 


tablished for those children whose 
vetei'an-parent’s death was due 
to wartime disability or illness. 
It has since been amended to in¬ 
clude those whose parent died as 
the result of disability suffered 
inperform ance of duty or extra 
hazardous duty, while on active 
service in a period not.considered 
“wartime.” 

Children who enter upon this 
educational program may receive 
as much as 36 months of school¬ 
ing with the VA paying an allow¬ 
ance of up to $110 a month for 
each month they are at school. 
They will also be given voca¬ 
tional counseling prior to enter¬ 
ing upon their courses to help
